Voting information 
for residents of 
nursing homes 

Residents in Long-Term Care 
facilities have the right to vote 
just as they did before they en- 
tered a nursing facility.

this fall. 

The answer to that question is 
difficult because it depends on 
your specific situation. When 
considering the answer for your 
operation, the first thing you 
should do is examine your soil 
test levels. If you have not taken 
soil samples within the past three 
years, you would be wise to col- 
lect new ones before making a 
decision. 

From the soil test results, de- 
termine what, if anything, is most 
limiting. If it is alfalfa and the pH 
is below 6.0, you could apply 
lime. A grass-legume mixture 
probably can tolerate soil pH 
down to about 5.8 and a pure 
grass system probably can go 
down to pH 5.5 before yields are 
affected. 

Similar statements could also 
be made for phosphorus (P) and 
potassium (K) nutrition, with al- 
falfa requiring the most and pure 
grass, fescue, requiring the least. 

The University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture recom- 
mends P applications staring 
when the soil test P level drops 
below 60 pounds per acre and K 
when soil test K drops below 300 
pounds per acre. If soil test lev- 
els are above 60 pounds per acre 
and or 300 pounds of K per acre, 
the likelihood of a yield response 
to additional P and/or K fertilizer 
is extremely low. 

But if you want to be sure that 
P and K are not limiting, apply 
fertilizers as recommended. If 
you are conservative and assume 
some risk that P and K might re- 
duce yield, you might allow soil 
test levels to decline further. 
From small plot research, we 
know that once soil test P drops 
below 30 pounds per acre and/or 
soil test K drops below 200 
pounds per acre, a yield response 
to added fertilizer is likely, there- 
fore these would be the minimum 
tolerable levels. 

For more information on soil 
sampling and fall fertilizer rec- 
ommendations, contact the Mor- 
gan County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service.

MOREHEAD — Morehead 
State University has developed 
plans for a new initiative to help 
P-12 teachers and university fac- 
ulty bring 21 st century skills and 
learning to Kentucky class- 
rooms. 

The University’s Board of 
Regents approved the formal cre- 
ation of the 21 st Century Educa- 
tion Enterprise at its Sept. 11 
meeting. This not-for-profit or- 
ganization will operate within 
the College of Education to pro- 
mote community engagement 
partnerships through educational 
leadership, professional develop- 
ment, and classroom technology 
innovations in Kentucky schools. 

“If Kentucky students are go- 
ing to succeed in today’s global 



economy they need communica- 
tion, critical thinking and tech- 
nology skills; they need to be 
able to use core subject matter 
in solving real world problems 
and projects,” said Dr. Cathy 
Gunn, dean of the College of 
Education. 

The 21 st Century Education 
Enterprise will focus on project- 
based learning techniques and 
promote the use of technology in 
the classroom to help improve 
teacher effectiveness and to bet- 
ter engage today’s students in the 
classroom. Teacher workshops 
are planned along with potential 
state-of-the-art learning labs lo- 
cated at the MSU Regional En- 
terprise Center in West Liberty. 

Director of the 21 st Century 
Education Enterprise, Krista 
Barton believes the new Enter- 
prise will help the university 
build on several successful pro- 



grams that are underway. 
Through work with the Kentucky 
Dataseam Initiative and 5 1 par- 
ticipating school districts, 
Morehead State has developed a 
job-embedded inservice system 
and helped nearly 2,000 teachers 
better integrate technology in 
their classrooms. 

Kentucky Dataseam is a not- 
for-profit company managing a 
statewide computing grid that 
links P-12 school computers in 
Kentucky with the state’s most 
ambitious scientific research 
projects. Kentucky Dataseam has 
provided more than 8,000 com- 
puters to schools throughout the 
state and provides computing 
power to James Brown Graham 
Cancer Center at the University 
of Louisville where cutting edge 
drug-discovery research is con- 
ducted by medical researchers 
when the computers are not be- 
ing used for classroom work.

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State Banking Commissioner 
Says Ky. Banks Safe

These are very challenging 
times for the banking industry in 
the United States and the com- 
monwealth. Risks in the financial 
sector are elevated due to the de- 
pressed mortgage market, high 
energy costs, the declining auto- 
mobile market and continuous 
unsettling reports regarding the 
economy. 

Despite these pressures, the 
Kentucky banking industry re- 
mains sound and the national 
economic slowdown has not had 
the same impact on Kentucky as 
other states. The Tier 1 Leverage 
capital (the core measure of a 
bank’s financial strength, from a 
regulator’s point of view) for all 
banks in Kentucky was above 10 
percent as of June 30, which re- 
mains in the “well capitalized” 
category as prescribed by federal 
regulation. 

Although profitability is de- 
clining as a result of compressed 
net interest margins, earnings are 
sufficient to cover loan losses and 
provide for growth. During the 
first two quarters of 2008, Ken- 
tucky banks have achieved a re- 
turn on average assets of 1 per- 
cent. 

Profit margins will continue to 
squeeze until economic activity 
stabilizes and increases. 

The U.S. Treasury’s takeover 
of Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
will help stabilize the mortgage 
market and provide some liquid- 
ity. However, a few banks were 
impacted by the devaluation of 
the preferred stock issued by 
those two government service 
entities. 

There were only a few banks 
in Kentucky affected by the loss 
in value, and those institutions 
should be able to absorb the ex- 



posure and maintain adequate 
capital levels. 

For the most part, Kentucky 
banks did not participate in the 
sub-prime and Alt-A mortgage 
market, which bodes well for on 
balance sheet credit risk expo- 
sure. However, there has been an 
increase in home foreclosures 
throughout Kentucky, which may 
continue into 2009. 

Home prices are going 
through a correction period, and 
all of these factors culminate in 
extended absorption rates for ex- 
isting inventories. 

Progressive legislation has 
provided for an avenue to help 
homeowners during these times. 
House Bill 552, which was 
signed into law April 24, estab- 
lished the 

www.ProtecMyKYHome.org 
Web site, which advocates that 
borrowers seek relief through 
communication with the lending 
institution. 

Gov. Steve Beshear’s admin- 
istration is aggressively promot- 
ing economic growth with trips 
to Japan and the West Coast to 
recruit high-tech, high-wage bio- 
science companies and the jobs 
that come with them. 

Yes, these are challenging 
times. But Kentucky banks did 
not accept the high risk levels 
taken by other banks throughout 
the country. And that bodes well 
for Kentucky because a sound 
banking industry is paramount to 
achieving economic growth in 
towns and communities through- 
out the commonwealth, and the 
Department of Financial Institu- 
tions will work with all state- 
chartered financial institutions to 
address these challenges.

Kentucky’s House members 
in Congress on Monday voted 3 
to 2 against the Bush 
Administration’s Wall Street 
bailout bill that would have com- 
mitted $700 billion in taxpayer 
money to shore up failed or tot- 
tering investment banks across 
the nation. 

Voting against the proposal 
were John Yarmouth, R- Louis- 
ville; Ben Chandler, D- 
Versailles, Geoff Davis, R- 
Hebron. Voting in favor were 
Ron Lewis, R-Cecilia, and Hal 
Rogers, R- Somerset. 

The measure, billed by Demo- 
crat and Republican leaders in 
Congress as a financial rescue 
plan needed to prevent a world- 
wide failure of credit markets, 
failed to pass the House by a vote 
of 228 to 205 with 95 Democrats 
and 133 Republicans voting no 
and 140 Democrats and 65 Re- 
publicans voting in favor of the

measure. 

Democrat Ben Chandler, who 
last week expressed concern 
about the bill, said after the vote 
Monday, “The case was not 
proved that there was sufficient 
need for this drastic a measure. 
It was not proved that this plan 
was the proper antidote.” 

“The thing was couched in the 
terms that it was a bailout of Wall 
Street fat cats. And I can assure 
you that there’s no enthusiasm 
for bailing out Wall Street fat 
cats,” Chandler added. 

Rep. Yarmuth, also a Demo- 
crat, was concerned that the bill 
gave too much power to Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson to ex- 
pend the money as he saw fit. 

“We were giving unprec- 
edented power to one person, the 
Secretary of the Treasury. We 
have no way to intervene in what 
he did unless it was proved un- 
constitutional,” Yarmuth said. 

“We were creating and eco- 
nomic czar, someone who comes 
out of the same segment of the 
economy that created what we’re 
dealing with,” Yarmuth said. 

Republican Geoff Davis said 
he was siding with taxpayers 
with his vote against the bill. 

When the measure was pro- 
posed last week, representatives 
and senators were inundated with 
e-mails, phone calls, and letters 
from constituents opposed to any 
type of bailout. 

“This bill did not adequately 
protect taxpayers in Kentucky 
and across the nation,” Davis 
said. “It is not the taxpayer’s re- 
sponsibility to pay for mistakes 
made on Wall Street,” he said. 

While the bill voted on by the 
House was an improvement over 
the proposal offered by Secretary 
Paulson, it still would given the 
Treasury Department unprec- 
edented authority to intervene in 
the private markets, Davis said. 

Republican Hal Rogers, who 
voted for the bill, said, “As mad 
as I am at how we got here, we 
are here, and the sad reality is our 
country lies at an economic 
precipice. Our banks face a seri- 
ous credit crunch, limiting our 
people’s ability to borrow money 
for everyday needs.” 

“Everything from buying gro- 
ceries or supplies, to buying a car 
or home, from sending your kids 
to college, or saving up for your 
retirement — all could be put in 
serious jeopardy,” Rogers said.

Survivor Insurance 

You might worry about how 
to protect your family if some- 
thing suddenly happens to you. 
But you probably have life insur- 
ance you have not even thought 
about. 

If you are working and pay- 
ing into Social Security, your 
family may qualify for Social 
Security benefits if you die. You 
see, some of the Social Security 
taxes you pay go toward survi- 
vors insurance. In fact, its value 
may be more than the value of 
any other life insurance you have. 

If you die, your family could 
be eligible for monthly benefits 
based on your earnings. Your 
family members who might 
qualify include your minor chil- 
dren and your spouse. 

Similarly, if your spouse is 
working and dies, you and your 
children may qualify for benefits 
on your spouse’s record. More 
than six million people currently 
receive Social Security survivors 
benefits. 

How it works; You can earn 
up to four Social Security credits 
each year. In 2008, for example, 
you earn one credit for each 
$1,050 of wages or self-employ- 
ment income. When you have 
earned $4,200, you have earned 
four credits for the year. 

The number of credits you 
need for your survivors to receive 
benefits depends on how recently 
worked at the time of death. For 
example, if you have worked for 
only and a half years in the three 
years prior to death, benefits can 
be paid to your minor children 
and your spouse, who is caring 
for them. No one needs more than 
40 credits (10 years of work) to 
be eligible for any Social Secu- 
rity benefit. 

The benefit may be more than 
you think. In 2007, the average 
survivors benefit for a widowed 
parent and two children is $2,243. 

The best way to put a dollar 
figure on what the estimated ben- 
efit amount would be for your 
family is to go online. At 
www. socialsecurity.gov/ 
survivorplan you will find three 
different calculators that will help 
you estimate how much your 
family might be eligible for re- 
ceive.

Fact or fiction, Swift Silver Mine Legend has lured 
searchers to this area of E. Ky. for over 200 years 



Part Five Of A Series 



(EDITOR’S NOTE: Despite 
debunkers, the tale of Jonathan 
Swift and his lost silver mines and 
Swift’s adventures in the wilder- 
ness of what is now this area of 
Eastern Kentucky has intrigued 
Kentuckians of all walks of life 
since the days of Daniel Boone. 
For well over 200 years, many 
have searched for the mines and 
caches of silver bars and coins re- 
corded in a Journal supposedly 
kept by Swift and entrusted to a 
woman who befriended him as he 
lay dying. But as far as is known, 
no one to date has been success- 
ful and the story of the mine and 
its treasure remains a mystery. 
The following account of Swift 
and his comrades, gleaned from 
various historical works, was 
written by Earl W. Kinner, Sr., 
late publisher of this newspaper, 
and is reprinted from a June 1963 
edition of this paper.) 

Swift records in his Journal 
that in Alexandria he found their 
“enterprise on the high seas had 
been profitable,” and that they 
bought two more ships. 

Swift and his party returned to 
the mine in the spring, leaving Al- 
exandria the last week in March 
1762, taking out a larger pack 
train. Two horses were drowned 
in the Kanawha. After a summer’s 
work at the mines, Swift and oth- 
ers returned with a pack train of 
silver, arriving in Alexandria Oct. 
12. Again he records they found 
their ships returned from the 
Spanish seas after profitable 
cruises, and that they bought five 
more ships. 

These yearly trips continued 
through 1769, taking in supplies 
and bringing back silver and 
minted coins, for he reports 
Montgomery made dies to coin 
the silver. Most trips were made 
via the Kanawha and Great 
Sandy, but twice they went by the 
Ingles Ferry and the Pound Gap. 



And once, when Indians had be- 
come troublesome, they went by 
New River and the Cumberland 
Gap. 

Several times during the eight 
trips, Indians attacked and killed 
pack horses, and once they had 
to abandon some pack horses. 
The Journal reports they always 
buried coin from the slain pack 
horses nearby and marked the 
spots. Several caches of coin and 
ingots were buried during the 
eight years of operations due to 
Indian sniping and loss of pack 
horses. The Journal describes 
how these “prizes” were marked. 

For instance, in the Journal of 
1764 is found this description of 
buried treasure: 

“In the year 1764 we were at 
the place again and came by the 
place where we left two valuable 
prizes and found things as we had 
left them in 1762. I made three 
other trips to the place; which 
kept no account of save some pe- 
culiar marks. We first left be- 
tween 25,000 and 30,000 dollars 
and crowns on a large creek run- 
ning near a south course, close to 
the spot we marked our names, 
Swift, Mundy and one other name 
on a tree, with compass and 
trowel.” 

Directions 

“About twenty or thirty poles 
from this check stands a sharp 
rock, between it and the creek you 
will find a smaller rock of bluish 
color, with three chop marks with 
grit stone, by rubbing on the rock. 
But the side of the rock you find 
the prize we left, at three differ- 
ent times no great difference from 
the place. We left $15,000 here 
marking three or four trees with 
curious marks. Not far from these 
trees we left a prize near a forked 
white oak and about two feet un- 
der ground and laid two long 
stones across it marking several 
stone marks on place. At the fork 
of Sandy we kept two horse loads. 
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THE U IN JESUS

KENTUCKY DISTRICT’S 
LOG COURTHOUSE. During 
the wilderness years, long before 
Morgan County was formed, dis- 
trict court sessions were held far 
away. 

In 1780, Kentucky County, 
Va., ceased to exist as such, be- 
ing itself divided into Jefferson, 
Fayette and Lincoln counties. 
However, in a little over two 
years, in 1782, those counties 
were designated as part of the 
District of Kentucky and pro- 
vided with a district court. The 
court first met at Harrodsburg, 
then at two other sites. 

Then, beginning in 1785, the 
court was held at the site shown 
here - at Constitution Square in 
Danville, Ky. The log building 
pictured is a replica of that dis- 
trict courthouse functioning un- 
til 1792, when statehood was 
achieved. 

It was a court for criminal as 
well as civil jurisdiction. Nearby, 
a jail was also erected, “of hewed 
or sawed logs nine inches thick.” 
Typical of indictments handed 
down by grand juries during this 
period were those for “Keeping 
a tippling house” and “fornica- 
tion.” 

With the establishment of the 
Court of Danville, together with 
a retail dry goods store that 
opened at Louisville, the “tone of 
society,” observed Lewis Collins 
in his 1847 History of Kentucky, 



“became visibly more elevated.” 

The area that was yet to be- 
come Morgan County was still a 
wilderness. But in 1785, the same 
year the district court was first 
held in the log courthouse in 
Danville, wilderness land was le- 
gally “entered” that would even- 
tually become part of Morgan 
County. Indeed, it would be site 
of its own first court. (This was 
held on March 10, 1823, at 
Edmund Wells’s tavern, a site 
now identified by a historical 
marker in Old Mill Park in West 
Liberty.) Settlement was coming.

Writing college admission 
essays an important step 



Many high school seniors will 
be required to write college ad- 
missions essays, especially if 
they are applying to a private col- 
lege or university. College admis- 
sions officers use the essays to 
learn more about prospective stu- 
dents and their writing skills. 

Some colleges will provide a 
specific topic, such as how at- 
tending their school will help you 
achieve your goals. Others may 
ask you to choose from several 
topics, while some will let you 
pick the topic yourself. 

If you select the topic, write 
something that shows who you 
are. For example, do not write 
about how the war on terrorism 
has affected you unless you or a 
member of your family has been 
directly involved. Instead, pick a 
topic that will give the admis- 
sions officer reading the essay 
some insight into your thoughts 
and abilities - and that will make 
the officer say, “We want this stu- 
dent on our campus.” 

“Keep the reader in mind - be 
original,” said an admissions of- 
ficer at one private school. “The 
admissions staff member reads 
hundreds of essays. What will 
make your stand out? Avoid top- 



ics that everyone else will write 
about.” 

After you have written a cre- 
ative essay that shows admissions 
staff who you are, spend some 
time polishing it. You will do a 
lot of writing while you are in 
college, and colleges want stu- 
dents already have a good grasp 
of writing mechanics. 

As on admissions officer said, 
“We look for grammar and com- 
plete sentences, the ability to put 
cohesive thoughts on paper.” 

That means proofread your es- 
say and have others proofread it 
too. Ask your English teacher or 
counselor to look it over for er- 
rors. 

Above all, follow the direc- 
tions. Too many students do no 
pay attention to the guidelines on 
length and format. Not following 
the directions may cost you ac- 
ceptance to the school you really 
want to attend.

Guidelines for digging ginseng 
in Daniel Boone National Forest 



It is the harvest season, but if 
you plan to dig for ginseng on the 
Daniel Boone National Forest, 
there are a few rules to keep in 
mind. 

In Kentucky and throughout 
the Southeast, the U.S. Forest 
Service is taking steps to main- 
tain a viable population of wild 
American ginseng (Panax 
quinquefolius). The root of this 
herbaceous plant has been col- 
lected for centuries, believed by 
many to contain medicinal prop- 
erties with various cures. In some 
areas, however, the demand is 
greater than the supply. Over-har- 
vesting and poor collection meth- 
ods of ginseng have eliminated or 
reduced wild populations that 
were once abundant. 

To harvest ginseng from na- 
tional forest lands, individuals 
must have a valid permit. On 
Sept. 10, the Forest Service be- 
gan issuing permits to allow for 
the collection of ginseng from 
Sept. 15 to Oct. 15. Only one $20 
permit is issued per person each 



year. Each individual with a per- 
mit may collect up to one pound 
of green (non-dried) ginseng root. 
The permits are valid only for the 
district locations where they are 
sold. 

“Each permit comes with spe- 
cific boundaries where ginseng 
collection may occur,” said David 
Taylor, a forest botanist who is 
stationed in Winchester, Ky. “In 
other words, forest- wide collec- 
tion is not permitted. In addition, 
a ginseng permit from the na- 
tional forest does not allow for 
the collection of other plans or 
animal species.” 

Under export regulations by 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, ginseng roots collected must 
be from plans with at least three 
prongs and at least five years of 
age. Most ginseng plants produce 
three prongs by the time they are 
five years old, but the bet way to 
determine age is by counting leaf 
cars at the top of the root before 
removing it from the ground. 

Ginseng harvesters are re- 



quired to plan all of the seeds 
within 50 feet of a harvest site to 
provide for future crops. Alter- 
nately, harvesters may plant half 
of the seeds and bring the other 
half of collected seeds into a 
Daniel Boone National Forest 
office. These seeds will be pro- 
vided to Forest Service nurseries 
for the propagation of ginseng. In 
several years, the agency hopes 
to have enough seed to begin 
planting on the forest to help con- 
serve the species and to ensure 
that ginseng will be available for 
future collection. 

No permit is required to har- 
vest wild ginseng on private land 
in Kentucky as long as harvest- 
ers have permission by the land- 
owner. The Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Agriculture serves as the 
state’s ginseng coordinator. A cer- 
tificate of registration as a “Ken- 
tucky Ginseng Dealer” must be 
obtained by anyone who buys 
ginseng for resale or who sells 
ginseng in interstate commerce.

Sorghum Bowl unkind to Morgan 
County, lose 48-12 to Prestonsburg 



Flack leads Morgan with 81 yards 
rushing and 10 tackles on defense

Prestonsburg quarterback 
Michael Burchett completed four 
passes — all for touchdowns — 
as the Blackcats beat Morgan 
County in last week’s Sorghum 
Bowl, 48-14. 

Burchett completed three of 
his scoring passes to Austin 
Gearhart, who finished with 124 
yards receiving. Gearheart’s 
fourth touchdown pass was a 50 
yard hookup with Matt Sword. 
Running back Seth Hester ac- 
counted for the Blackcats’ final 
TD of the night and tallied 124 
yards rushing. 

Morgan County got both of its 
touchdowns in the second half. 
Although quarterback Jared Curd 
completed only three of 14 
passes, he did find David 
Downey for a 17 yard score. 
Morgan’s other points came 
courtesy of a 10-yard touchdown 
run by Jacob Flack — who led 
Morgan with 8 1 yards rushing on 
15 carries.

As a team, the Cougars fin- 
ished with 198 yards rushing on 
42 carries.

“Our kids could have easily 
quit at halftime, but they didn’t,” 
said Purnell.

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Forest Service enforcing resource 
protection rules in the Gorge area 



Through an initiative called 
“Operation Overhang,” Forest 
Service law enforcement officers 
and backcountry rangers have 
once again joined forces in an ef- 
fort to prevent damage to the frag- 
ile biological and cultural re- 
sources in the Red River Gorge. 
These officials have spent the past 
two weekends making direct con- 
tact with forest visitors who are 
camped illegally in cliff over- 
hangs, or rock shelters. 

In Daniel Boone National For- 
est, camping and fire-building is 
prohibited within 100 feet of the 
base of a cliff or rock shelter. The 
same regulation also prohibits 
camping with 300 feet of any de- 
veloped road or official Forest 
Service trail. 

“This is the third year that we 
have conduced Operation Over- 
hang,” said District Ranger Dave 
Manner. “The operation is in- 
tended to educate forest users 
about the impacts that illegal 
camping has on sensitive plans 
and animals associated with cliff 
habitat, as well as the impacts on 
cultural heritage sites in the area.” 

According to Patrol Captain 
Kim Kipp, a total of 64 citations, 
three arrests and 45 written warn- 
ings occurred. 

“Many times the violations 
were a result of camping in rock 
shelters, but citations were also 
issued for campfires in rock shel- 
ters, camping within 300 feet of 
a road or trail, drinking in public 
and possession of drugs,” said 
Kipp. 

Many of the rock shelters in 



the Red River Gorge area contain 
valuable evidence of historic and 
prehistoric people that once 
thrived in this unique area. Dis- 
turbance from fire-building, dig- 
ging and repeated foot travel can 
destroy cultural remains. 

“For archaeologists, these re- 
mains provide significant infor- 
mation and links to he past,” said 
Forest Archaeologist Chris 
Jenkins with the Daniel Boone 
National Forest. “These sites have 
a story to tell, but once the integ- 
rity of a site is destroyed, the story 
that the site could have told is lost. 
It’s like trying to read a book with 
pages missing.” 

In addition to archaeological 
significance, the rock shelters in 
the Red River Gorge provide 
habitat for the rare white-haired 
goldenrod, a plant found nowhere 
else int he world except at the Red 
River Gorge. The repeated foot 
trampling of this plant by illegal 
campers in rock shelters has sig- 
nificantly impacted this species 
population in some locations. 

During a 2006 inventory con- 
ducted in the Red River Gorge, 
over two-thirds of the rock shel- 
ters that were monitored had evi- 
dence of illegal camping and fire- 
building. Many of these user-de- 
veloped sites are void of vegeta- 
tion from years of repeated use 
and impact. 

According to federal regula- 
tions, damaging or removing any 
natural feature or other property 
of the United States is prohibited. 
The regulations also prohibit 
damaging or removing any plant 



that is federally listed; digging on 
or damaging archaeological sites; 
and removing or damaging arti- 
facts, fossils or other paleonto- 
logical resources. Any violation 
of these prohibited activities can 
be punishable by a fine up to 
$5,000 or imprisonment for up to 
six months, or both. 

These regulations are appli- 
cable to documented activities in 
the Red River Gorge. A Forest 
Supervisor’s Order on the Daniel 
Boone National Forest specifies 
further restrictions. Visitors are 
encouraged to contact the Gladie 
Cultural Environmental Learning 
Center in the Red River Gorge at 
606-663-8100 with information 
or questions regarding cliff pro- 
tection policies and other camp- 
ing regulations. 

Forest Service Order No. 12- 
01-05 prohibits the following ac- 
tivities within the Red River 
Gorge Geological Area: 

• Camping with 300 feet of any 
developed road. 

• Camping within 300 feet of 
any developed trail. 

• Camping within 600 feet of 
Gray’s Arch. 

• Climbing or repelling within 
300 feet of Sky Bridge, Gray’s 
Arch, Nada Tunnel or Chimney 
Top Rock overlook. 

• Camping within 100 feet of 
the base of any cliff or back of 
any rock shelter. 

• Building, maintaining, at- 
tending or using a fire, campfire 
or stove within 100 feet of the 
base of any cliff, or the back of a 
rock shelter. 



Forest Service urges extra 
caution with campfires 



Due to dry weather conditions, 
visitors to the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest are advised to use 
extreme caution with fire. The 
public should consider the risk of 
campfires when camping in the 
forest, especially in the 
backcountry. The current drought 
conditions have increased the po- 
tential for campfires to escape. 

“The Red River Gorge is very 
dry,” said Tim Eling, forest ser- 
vice manager of the Red River 
Gorge. “There have been several 
cases of abandoned campfires left 
burning in the last few weeks, but 
luckily, the backcountry rangers 
have found them and doused them 
out. 

“If we don’t get rain soon, I 



think we’ll have a serious fire 
situation on our hands,” said 
Eling. 

At this time, campfires are per- 
mitted on the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest, but a burning ban 
may be implemented as early as 
next week unless significant rain- 
fall occurs. Instead of campfires, 
campstoves or grills are recom- 
mended for cooking when camp- 
ing during dry weather periods. 

“If you haver a campfire, keep 
the fire small,” said Eling. “Only 
use sticks from the ground that 
can be broken by hand, and make 
sure the fire is out before leaving 
the area.” 

According to local weather 
station data, the rainfall amount 



in September 2008 is the least 
amount of rain received during 
the same month over the past 1 1 
years. The current fire danger is 
at high to extreme level for south- 
ern and eastern Kentucky. 

Anyone caught leaving or 
abandoning a campfire without 
extinguishing it will be subject to 
fine and court costs. Any indi- 
vidual allowing a campfire to es- 
cape from control, resulting in a 
wildfire, will be subject to man- 
datory court appearance and po- 
tentially held liable for the cost 
of suppression. 
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A man returned home after a 
long absence and asked his neigh- 
bor, “Do you and your wife still 
have those terrible fights?” 

“No, sir,” he answered, “not 
anymore.” 

“I’m glad,” he said. “How did 
you come to stop quarreling?”

The search result provides 
links for viewing details of each 
member’s listing.
